Corn Culture in the Victory Garden 


By OEAN HALLIDAY

CORN ie a gross feeder and 
Wk# rhubarb it I* almost cur pos­ 
sible to get the soil too rich for 
it. Spreading a corn fertilizer or 
other top dressing along the rows 
after the plants are well along 
will increase the yield consider­ 
ably. Do not get the plant food 
on the com foliage for then there 
is danger of burning it A fter 
spreading the fertilizer along the 
rows rake it lightly into the soiL

Illustrated in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph. The tall growing 
varieties of corn usually develop 
“prop roots,” see illustration, and 
hilling up the soil adds them in 
functiomng. 
The hilling of com also serves 
as a mulch and helps to retain 
moisture in tile soil about the 
roots. Heap the sol. up 4 to 6 
inches on both sides of the row. 
On the late, tall growing varieties 
the soil can be piled up as high as 
8 inches. The hilling of com can 
be accomplished by plowing along 
each aide of the row with a wheel 
cultivator or It can be done by 
the nae of a hand hoe.

Som e d elegates w hisper 
half-jokingly 
that perhaps Franklin P. Roosevelt sched­ 
uled the second front and 
tile 
Pacific 
battles purposely to push the GO P conven­ 
tion tint of the headlines, though actually 
they rejoice at the victories 
and 
know 
that w eather, our Allies, and military fac­ 
tors— not politics— shape the decisions. 
But though this convention seem s 
in­ 
congruous. in reality it is a tribute to the 
strength of American democracy. Perhaps 
no other country would dare try to w e a th ­ 
er a wartime election. Britain 
has 
a d ­ 
journed politics, so has 
Latin 
America. 
Canada has held only provincial elections. 
Four years ago, certain new spapers pre­ 
dicted that Roosevelt would never permit 
another election until the w ar was over. 
But now the first hop in electing a Presi­ 
dent has begun. 
Furthermore, what this convention does. 
no matter how incongruous on the 
sur­ 
face, actually will help to shape the des­ 
tinies o f the nation. The Republican plat­ 
form, how' far it goes regarding interna­ 
tional cooperation, to say nothing of the 
candidate selected, will help to shape not 
only the nation’s next four years, but prob­ 
ably the peace of the next generation.

Fills Urgent Need

tion ox bits of knowledge made by 
many different men. The synthe­ 
sis of quinine was the work of 
one man, Robert B. Woodward. 
of Boston, although the man asso­ 
ciated with him, W'illiam E. Doer- 
mg, gets credit for working out 
a number of technical details. 
It is hardly necessary to em­ 
phasize the importance of the dis­ 
covery. If the adage—“Necessity 
is the Mother of invention”—hod 
not already been said, it would 
have sprung into use to eover 
this case 
Quinine ii one of the few speci­ 
fic drugs known to scientific medi­ 
cine. A specific is a drug which 
has th* property of killing off the 
cause of a disease without harm­ 
ing the body ceils of the sick per­ 
son. Quinine la specific against 
malaria. When dissolved in the 
blood and tissue juices it kills the 
malarial plasmodium at a certain 
stage of its development, but does 
not affect the red blood cells in 
the circulation or in fact stop th* 
activity or injure any body cells. 
Importance of Discovery 
Most of my readers will have to 
grasp the significance and impor­ 
tance of this discovery through 
their intellects, not their experi­ 
ence, bact use most of us live in 
the temperate zone where malaria 
does rot exist. Malaria is still 
endemic in and around New Or­ 
leans and the Southern State* as 
far north as Arkansas, but it it 
not a terrifically serious health 
problem in this country. But in 
spite of that malaria is in its own 
habitat the world’s greatest killer. 
Certainly one of the commonest 
and 
most frequent of human 
diseases. 
Quinine was first found in 
South America and th ’, tree grows 
naturally there. The Indians had 
known of it as a remedy for fever 
for untold ages. The Spanish con­ 


querors in the Seventeenth Cen­ 
tury imported it into Europe, 
w here it was used for all sorts of 
non-malarial disease*. 
In 1820 
two French chemi?ts. Pelletier and 
Caventou, isolated the fine d u g 
quinine from the bark of the cin­ 
chona tree. 
For some reason or reason* too 
complicated to go into the fan­ 
tastic situation developed that a1! 
the quinine in the world wa* 
grown in the Dutch East Indies 
Climatic conditions are favorable 
for a very good grade of quinine 
to be grown there, but not any 
better than in Centra! and South 
America, it* natural habitat. 
But we let the opportunities of 
establishing quinine plantations 
in our near neighborhood go and 
when th* Japanese conquered the 
Dutch possessions in the South 
Pacific we found ourselves in th* 
position of having thousands of 
actual or potential malaria cases 
on our hands and a slender supply 
of th* means to treat i t And it 
takes from eight to ten years to 
grow a tree furrvshing a good 
yield of quinine. Plantation* have 
been started in Guatemala and 
Brazil, but they are too late for 
this war.

So th* announcement that an 
efficient quinine can be artiflcslly

comes a« real news. 
Organic chemistry hat mad# 
such stride* that it took Wood­ 
ward and Deering only 14 months 
to solve their problem. There had 
been some previous attempts and 
partial 
successes. 
In 
1856 an 
Englishman, 
William 
Hervey 
Perkin, attempted the operation, 
but both the state of knowledge 
at that time and his technical 
equipment were too deficient It 
has 
been 
said 
that 
Perkin's 
chances for success were about as 
good as those of a carpenter who 
tries to build a house at the foot 
of a hill by dropping th* boards, 
nails, shingles, etc., from the hill­ 
top. But he furnished Woodward 
and Doenng with some valuable 
bints.

T H ER E A RE times when judg­ 
ment will tell you to reverse the 
usual procedure in almost any 
phase of bridge. In the play of a 
suit contract, this is especially 
true if your counting up of the ap­ 
parent losing tricks indicates that 
there are too many of them for 
standard procedure to work.

TEXAS' GOVERNOR MAY PLAY LEAD ROLE 
IN LONE STAR STATE'S CAMPAIGN TREND 


By Central Press 
AUSTIN, Tex.—As political cir­ 
cles are buzzing over the fear or 
hope that the solid South may be 
breaking away from its Demo­ 
cratic traditions, Texas blows its 
top at a state Democratic conven­ 
tion in Austin—faint rumblings of 
what might happen next month 
when the nation s Democrats con­ 
vene in Chicago. 
, 
In May Texas Democrats met 
in convention and instructed their 
electors to disregard the 155-year- 
old precedent in the electoral col­ 
lege and not necessarily vote for 
the successful presidential candi­ 
date, if a Democrat, next Novem­ 
ber. 
The delegates to the national 
convention also came in for their' 
hit of “uninstnicting." The state 
Democrats in attendance split into 
two groups—those who wanted the 
delegates 
pledged 
to 
nominate 
Roosevelt for a fourth term and 
those who wished the delegation to 
go uninstructed. 
Tile climax of the state conven­ 
tion in Austin came after the 
Roosevelt supporters had been de­ 
feated on two successive roll call 
votes.
